COURT ROOM IN TEARS 
AS PRISONER TELLS OF 
LIFE OF PERSECUTION 


First Divorce Action of God- 
bees Was Taken in Atlanta 
When They Lived at 389 
Piedmont Avenue—Mother 
of Dead Woman in Court. 


BY BRITT CRAIG. 

Millen, Ga., September 11.—(Spe- 
cial.)—A stunning blow was dealt by 
the state tonight in the Godbee trial, 
when Mrs. Arthur Spader, a telephone 
operator, told in an: outburst of tears 
on the witness stand of having heard 
Mrs. Edna Godbee confess to having 
hired a thug to assassinate Judge 
Godbee and his bride thr®e months 
before Mrs. Godbee herself shot them 
down. 

Mrs. Spader’s story was halted con- 
stantly by tears. She became hyster- 
ical under cross-examination. Follow- 
ing her statement, she was led, weak 
and faltering, from the. courtroom. 
Immediately afterward Mrs. Godbee 
again took the stand to make denial 
of the operator’s statement. 

Mrs. Spader formerly boarded at the 
Godbee home. She is chief operator 
at the Millen telephone exchange, and 
is about 20 years old. In May, she 
stated, Mrs. Godbee, in a spirit of con: 
fidence, told the witness that she had 
hired a negro man to slay Judge God- 
bee and Mrs..Florence Godbee, the 
two whom the woman now on trial 
killed in the Millen postoffice. 

Mrs. Godbee’s motive, the witness 
said, was to seek revenge for’ the 
taunts and annoyance caused by her 
victims. They embarrassed her when- 
ever they met on the streets, Mrs. 
Godbee is said to have told the oper- 
ator, and sought opportunity to pub- 
licly humiliate Godbee’s second wife? 

Driven to Madness. 

“Mrs. Godbee told me,” said Mrs. 
Spader, “that she had endured the 
conduct of her divorced husband and 
his third wife to the point of madness 
and that she was desperate. I did 
not give much thought to her story 
because I knew how grieved she was 
and did not consider it strange that 
she would have such fancies as I 
thought her tale to be at that time.” 

Later, Mrs. Spader testified, the 
negro man whom Mrs. Godbee was 
said to have hired to commit the as- 
sassination, stole Mrs. Godbee’s re- 
volver, and was arrested for theft at 
her order. 

Mrs. Godbee Denies Story. 

Mrs. Godbee, in denying the Spader 
testimony, stated that she had evicted 
the pretty operator from the Godbee 
home because of unsavory rumors that 
were traveling over town. She grew 
intensely mad over the eviction, Mrs. 
Godbee said, and there could be no

For Impersonating Congressmen. 

When Lamar, a former Wall street 
broker, first took the witness stand 
before the senate committee and non- 
chalantly told of impersonating Rep- 
resentative A. Mitchell Palmer, of 
Pennsylvania; Representative Riordan, 
of New York, and other public men in 
an effort’to have Edward Lauterbach 
a New York lawyer, employed by the 
Union Pacific railroad for work in 
Washington, it was said that there 
was no law by which he could be 
reached. Later, however, the case was 
investigated by the federal grand jury 
in New York and indictments returned 
charging the former broker with im- 
personating federal officers with in- 
tent to defruud.

A recommendation for a full pardon 
for Dr. W. J. McNaughton, convicted 


! of the murder of Fred Flanders and 


under sentence of death in the Chat- 
ham county jail, was sent to the gov- 
ernor by the prison commission yes- 
terday morning. 

As to the matter of granting 
condemned man a full pardon,’ 
commission was divided. Two of the 
members, Chairman R. E. Davidson and 
E. L. Rainey, favored freedom, while 
Commissioner T. E. Patterson was of 
the opinion that there should be a 
commutation of the death sentence tu 
life imprisonment. 

Two lengthy opinions, that of the 
majority of the commission recom- 
mending pardon and that of Judge 
Patterson advocating commutation of 
sentence, were submitted to the gov- 
ernor along with the record in ths 
case. The law does not provide for 4 
minority opinion, the decision of the 
majority being the decision of the 
commission, but Judge Patterson was 
anxious to acquaint the governor with 
his views of the case and his reasons 
for forming them.

WORLD NEARS SHORTAGE 
IN FOOD AND CLOTHES 


British Scientist Says That 
Century We Will Be Up 
Against It. 


in 


' 

Birmingaam, England, September 11. 
The striking geographical explorations 
passed with the finding of the earth's 
two poles; the geographer of the tu- 
ture will have as the field the vital 
questions of supplying and distributing 
food and clothes to the world, in the 
opinion of H. N. Dickson, president of 
a section of the British Association for 
the Advancement of science, who ad- 
dressed the association today. 

Mr. Dickson is professor of geogra- 
phy at University college, Edinburgh, 
president of the Royal Meteorological 
society and a recognized authority and 
writer on meteorological and geo- 
graphical topis. 

Foremost of these questions, Mr. 
Dickson believes, will be that of grow- 
ing wheat encugh for the world’s 
bread. A host of problems of the 
future are marshalled behind this, 
among them being the questions of ob- 
taining power and energy sufficient to 
operate the needed _ increase in fac- 
tories, 
tribution of population. 

Taxed to Full Capacity. 

Within a century he estimates the 
resources of the werld will be taxed 
to their full capacity. 

“Civilized man is beginning to real- 
ize that in reducing more and more ol 
the surface of the earth to what he 
considers a habitable condition, he is 
making progress so rapidly that the 
problem of finding suitable accommo- 
dation for his increasing numbers 
must become urgent within a few gen- 
erations.” said Mr. Dickson. ““‘We are 
getting into the position of the mer-- 
chant whose trade is constantly ex- 
panding, and who foresees that his 
premises soon will be too small. In 
our ease, removal to more commeoedious 
premises ‘seems impossible, so we | 
driven to consider means of rebuild- 
ing on the old site, and 380 making 
the best of what we have. 

“In the type of civilization with 
which we are most familiar, there are 
two fundamental elements, supplies of 
food energy and supplies of mechan- 
ical energy. Since at present, partly 
because of geographical conditions, 
these do not occur together, there 1s 
a third essential factor, the line of 
transport.” 

Wheat Supply Grows Short. 

Dr. Dickson referred to the wheat 
acreage as not Keeping pace with the 
increase in population. 

“Tf prophecies based upon 
statistics are trustworthy es Mr. 
son declared, “the crisis will be 
us before the end of the century. Af- 
ter that, we must either depend upon 
some substitute to reduce the consump- 
tion per head, or we must take to tIn- 
tensive farming of the most strenuous 
sort.

This equalization will arise 
from a number of causes, among them

“What is wante.,” he continued, “is 
that we should seriously address cur- 
selves to a stock-taking of our re- 
sources. We should vigorously pro- 
ceed with the collection and discus- 
sion of geographical data of all kinds, 
so that the major natural distributions 
shall be adequately known. Eventual- 
lv we shall find that country planning 
will become as important as town plan- 
ning. In the meantime geographical 
knowledge will yield scientific results 
of much significance about such mat- 
ters as distribution of population 
industries, and the degree of adjust- 
ment to new conditions which occurs 
or is possible in different regions and 
amongst different peoples.”

~ GET BANKERS’ MEET 


Secretary Farnsworth Coming to 
Inspect Accommodations for 
1914 Convention. 


That Fred E. Farnsworth, general 
secretary of the American Bankers’ 
association, which numbers 3,000 mem- 
bers, will recommend Atlanta as the 
1914 convention city after his visit 
here Monday, is the opinion of local 
officials in touch with the associa- 
tion. 

Mr. Farnsworth will arrive in At- 
lanta Monday morning at 11 o'clock 
and remain in the city, inspecting the 
hotel arrangements until Tuesday 
afternoon. Though Fred Houser, of 
the convention bureau, has given out 
no definite information on the sub- 
ject, it is understood that if Atlanta 
can guarantee anything like 2,090 
rooms that she gets the convention.

Tennyson has sung, and worthily, the 
“Noble Six Hundred” at Balaklava into fame, 
and efforts have been made by poets and 
historians to credit the valiant defense, as 
they put it, of the three hundred Greeks of 
the pass of Thermopylae against a Persian 
army. as an achievement to be compared 
with the greatest in the annals of war. 

It would appear, however, “by a 
serutiny of history, that the pass was 
fended not-by 300, but by at least 7,000 
Greeks, or, according to some writers, 12,000. 
The 300 were the Spartan contingent, who 
showed no more bravery on that occasion 
than their companions in arms from other 
Greek states, although they were assigned 
the glory by the historians of their city. 

Thermopylae is a celebrated pass leading 
from Thessaly into Locris. It lay between 
Mount Oeta and an inaccessible morass, 
forming the edge of the Malic Gulf. At one 
end of the pass, close to Anthela, the moun- 
tain approaches so close to the morass as 
to leave room only a single carriage be- 
tween; this narrow entrance forms the west- 
ern gate of Thermopvlae.

from Philus, 200, and from Mycenae 80. Such 
was the number from the Peloponnese. 
There were also present from Boetia 700 
Thespians and 400 Thebans. Besides these 
troops, the Locrians of Opus and the Pho- 
cians had obeyed the call of their country- 
men, and sent the former all the force they 
had, and the latter 1,000 men. 

The various nations each had captains 
of their own, so that Leonidas is not enti- 
tled to the full glory. The 300 Spartans led 
the advance, it is true, and with Leonidas 
at their head, for he had command of the 
entire army. This force was sent in ad- 
vance so that the sight of them might en- 
courage the allies to fight, and hinder them 
from going over to the Medes, as it was 
likely they might have done had they seen 
Sparta backward.

which he might steal into the rear of the 
post held by the Greeks. A thousand Pho- 
cians had been stationed on the mountain 
to guard this path, but they took fright 
when the Persians came upon them in the 
early dawn, and they fled without a blow. 

When Leonidas learned that the way 
across the mountain was open to the enemy, 
he knew that the defense of the pass was 
hopeless, and he ordered his allies to re- 
treat while there was yet time. But he and 
his Spartans remained, thinking it “unseem- 
ly” to quit the post they had been espe- 
cially sent to guard. The Thespians re- 
mained with them and the Thebans—known 
partisans at heart of the Persians—were 
forced to stay. The latter deserted when 
the enemy approached, but the Spartans 
and the Thespians fought and perished to 
the.last man. 

The 300 Spartans and the 700 Thesplans 
—to both belong equally the credit for their 
bravery and their devotion to duty, but it 
would seem unfair to credit alone the Spar- 
tan 300 with all the glory of Thermopylae.
